Governor Small went on trial Mon- 
day, charged with conspiracy to em- 
hczzlo state funds. 

One juror had been tentatively 
accepted by both sides, one tentatively 
passed by the defense and t^venty-two 
dismissed for causes that ranged from 
inability to understand English to 
possession of fixed opinions when 
court adjourned. 

Both sides were predicting a jury 
will be obtained within a week or ten 
days, instead of the earlier estimates 
of three or four weeks. 

The state accepted four men out 
of the first twenty-two examined but 
when they were turned over to the 
■defense two were challenged for cause 
-and one was excused by the court be- 
cause of of his health. 

Governor Small, his son Leslie, and 
.a number of friends attended the 
opening session. 

Judge Edwards announced it will 
not be necessary for the governor to 
remain in court throughout the trial 
The fight of the day was waged 
over Edward V. Price, of Lake Forest, 
millionaire clothing manufacturer. 

Mr. Price said he had no fixed 
opinion but did have a "very strong 
impression." 
The impression, he said, would nol 
' Tteep him from trying the case ira« 
partially, and questioning by C. C 
XeForgee and Alexander F. Beaubein 
attorneys for the governor, failed tc 
shake his statement. Mr. Beaubeia 
attempted to challenge Mr. Price for 
cause but Judge (Edwards overruled 
the motion. 

Mr. Beaubein protested that Mr 
Price had expressed his opinion when 
3ie said: 

"I think where there is so much 
amoke there must be fire." 

The prospective juror reasserted 
ho would try to give the govenwr an 
impartial trial. 

"What is your opinion of the auc- 
ceaa you would have?" Mr, Beaubein 

asked. 

"Well, that would depend on how 
long the trial lasted," Mr. Price aaid, 
"You mean that would hamper 
your-ability?" 

"I think it would— If the trial is 
Jong drawn out." 

Mr. price apparentely was seated 
when he asked leave to made a state- 
ment, and pleaded that a recent illness 
might lead to a physical breakdown 
if he was confined for service too long. 
The court excused him. 

Albert Johnson, Fox Lake hotel koep^ 
Br, was excused by the state when he 
tfiBtifled to being an intimate friend of 
Mayor Thompson, Fred Lundin and 
William Siratton, Illinois gamewarden, 
Theodore Goldschmidt, the wealthy 
Waukegan commiasion man. tentative- 
ly accepted by both sides Monday, was 
excused by.aRreement. 

Mr. Goldschmidt was a member of 
a jury in Waukegan seven years ago 
which found guilty a woman charged 
with having Incited mob action 
against another woman. The latter, 
according to testimony, had broken up 
the home of the defendant. 

Only sixty one of the first panel of 
100 called for remained after the 
court had disposed of excuses, sixteen 
of the missing forty-one being per- 
mitted to go home, while the remain- 
der of the absentees were not served 
for one reason or another.

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StS^ "of One of the 
Early Settlers of the 
Ghannel Lake District 
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Mr. and Mrs. Carl Kudolph started 
for America from Prussia, one of the 
German states in the year 1865. They 
■went on board a sailing vessel at Ham- 
burg. After two weeks of sailing one 
of their three children was taken sick 
-with the measles and soon died. Food 
Mas scarce and they were obliged to 
feed a six months old baby on black 
coffee and half cooked oatmeal. Soon 
every family had ;one or more sick 
members and they very seldom re- 
covered. Their other two children died 
in the course of a few weeks. There 
were over fifty children on the vessel 
when- they started and when they 
landed in' America very few.remamcd; 
Some of the adults died also. 

When they reached America they 
were kept on an island until the dis- 
ease could be checked. They went up 
the St. La^vrence to Quebec, from 
there part of the way by rail, and 
camo to Milwaukee on a steamer. Mr. 
Rudolph traveled through the country 
on foot from Milwaukee to Bristol to 
find employment, leaving his wife at 
Milwaukee. He worked for several 
farmers and finally he was employed 
T>y a man for whom he worked for 
about two years. They were pro- 
yidcd with a small house, a cow and 

This man told them of a piece ol 
' land near the Fox river that was very 
iertile and that was covered with 
Ticavy timber. Mr. Rudolph purchased 
ftftcn acres and built a small shanty. 
There was only a small part of this, 
nbout an acre in extent, whjch was not 
covered with Hinber. He rasied enoush 
oats to help feed his horses. When 
they settled here there were very few 
settlers and no good roads, only trails 
made through the woods in any direc- 
tion. Mr. Rudolph immediately set to 
work clearing his land which was al- 
most impassible on account of bushes 
and vines entwined. He hauled the 
timber to Richmond, Wilmot and Mc- 
Henry. One day while at Richmond he 
saw several India:is. • 

When the farmers wished to sen 
grain they were obliged to haul it to 
Waukegan or Kenosha, receiving very 
little money for it. After a number 
of .years he purchased another twenty 
acre tract. He was obliged to haul his 
lumber from Kenosha to put up some 

buildings. ,. 

The squirrels, coons and other small 
game were numerous-and quite Ume. 
The squirrels and coons would go into 
the com crib and when anyone ap- 
peared the squirrels would scold while 
the coons would back away showing 
their teeth and making fierce sounds.. 
There were quite a few wolves and 
many foxes, but- Mr. Rudolph never 
molested them except when some ol 
them became too numerous in his com 
crib. There was then -no school near- 
by The mail was brought once a 
vfeek by a man .on horseback. Quite 
often the roads were impassible for 

weekfii 

Mr. Rudolph did not build a frame 



house until he had been here twenty 
years. He died in hU old home in 1918 
after he had seen much of the woods 
cut downr the game disappear and 
many automobiles on the roads. Mrs. 
Rudolph lives on the old farm with her 
son, Charles Rudolph, and family.

-the Chamber of ^^ommerce rooms, 
•Waukcgan^ a tentative agreement wna 
niade whereby "Waukegan's "Atlantic 
City" is practically assured. 

The Chamber of Commerce is ask- 
ing permission to take over the old 
coal dock and bathing beach, and 
build a §10,000 dance hall, concession 
booths and operate the entire sum* 
mer amusement park on the lake front. 
It was decided that unless the Wo- 
man's club who have built and main- 
tained a bath house near the site ob- 
ject to the proposal, the Chamber will 
be allowed to go ahead with their 
plans. It is understood that the ar- 
rangement will not be made for profit

The Chamber of Com- 
merce will arrange for strict super- 
vision, and will allow no variance in 
the rules of convention because the 
dance hall is to be built upon the lake 
shore.

Of American origin, It 
attnicte<l unfavorable attention Ilrst 
about ISOO, and for a long time was 
branded as poisonous and consequent- 
ly avoided. Later, designated as the 
I love apple, it found favm with a few 
lovers of delicacies and with growers. 
By 18S7 tlie totaPpack of canned to- 
nmtocs In the United States was about 
3.000.000 cases of 24 onfr-quart cans 
Bach. Now the commorctal pack, ex- 
clusive of souiis, purees, ketchup, and 
pulp exceeds 10.000,000 caaoa of 24 
No. 3 cons. These figures do not In- 
clude the millions of cans put up by 
housewives for home consumption or 
tho fresh tomatoes which grace Amer- 
ican tables during the growing season. 
Chief among the states where to- 
matoes are raised for canning are. In 
order named: Marylond. Indiana, llls- 
souri, Delaware, Neir Jersey, New 
York, Utah, Illinois, Kentucky, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Vlrfflnla, and 
West Virginia.

Tlie work or wilfl birds lu the de- 
Btnietlon of Injurious Insects is worth 
nt least $-loaO()0.000 unnuully to the 
Americnn fanner und horticulturist, 
and hi recognition of their . valuable 
aid nnd chann, and to cncounipe their 
presence, the establlsliint'nt of commu- 
nlty bird rofuges tliron(;hout the coun- 
try, on farms, bird preserves, and else- 
where, Is IncrensluK. Uneful suf^es- 
tlona for the estahllPhment nnd main- 
tenance, of community bird refuges nre 
contained In Farmers' Bulletin 1239, 
Issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, a copy of which 




of more than, $400,000,000, * 
. "A particular fann may not have 
'so Inrge a bird population as It should, 
ami therefore may not he deriving the 
benefit, which is Us due. The moat 
effective means of increasing the num- 
ber of birds Is protection, and protec- 
tion In Its best sense is afforded by 
the establishment of bird refuges," 

A bird refuge may be established in 
a small way on a farm or through a 
co-operative bird preserve. In the lat- 
ter case, the plan has proved popu- 
lar and successful as n^means of es- 
tablishing coIonles*Df game birds, such 
09 pheasants. 

"In creating a useful bird refuge." 
soya the buUotIn, "the first step Is to 
Insure adequate protection against all 
bird enemies; the second, to see that 
plenty of nesting sites suited to the 
needs of the various birds ar^ avail- 
able; and the thlnl, to Improve food 
nnd water supplies, if necessnry." 
Bird n^fuges also mny be established 
along roadways and right-of-ways, 
with particularly attractive and bene- 
ficial results. 

"Hardly on agrlculturol pest escapes 
the attacks of birds," says the bulletin. 
"The alfalfa weevil hns 45 different 
blnl enemies; the army wrorm, 43; 
blUbugs, GT; cotton boll-weevll, CO; 
brown-tnll moth, 31; chestnut weevils, 
04; chinch bug, 24; clover-root borers, 
Ki; clover weevil, 25; codling moth, 
HO ; cotton worm. 41 ; cutworms, OS ; 
forest tent caterpillar, 32; gipsy moth, 
40; horsenies, 40; leaf-hoppers, 120;

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The following poetry was writteu by Frank Hooper aud published in one of 
early editions of Tl;oAutiocli News and is repiuted-tit the rcqucBt of J. Cribb 
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Springfield, lU.,— EmpKatic denial 
■was made by Secretary of State Louis 
L. Emmerson, of statements in an 
article which lias appeared recently in 
some of the downatate newspapers to 
the effect that the automobile depart- 
mon is or has been swamped with ap- 
plications and is behind in sending out 
license plates. The report, the 
secretary believes, was~ inspired in the 
first place by persons anxious to find 
an excuse for their deliqucncy in se- 
Buring license plates, and it has been 
reprinted through ignorance of the 
real conditions. ^-— ^ 

"The article states that the automo- 
bile department "Is a month behind in 
sending out plates," Secretary Emmer- 
son said today. "As a matter of facti 
the department is right up to the 
minute in sending out plates and 
from the first day of the new year ap- 
plications have been attended to on 
the day they were received; 

"To date, a total of 553,000 licenses 
have been issued. This is G0,000 more 
than were issued during the same 
period last year. ^ 

"In other words, we are a month 
ahead of last year's mark, and that 
was the banner year up to that time. 
During the rush season more than 
10,000 licenses were issued and the 
plates mailed out each day. Every 
application has received attentioji on 
the day it reached the department. 

"JFor several weeks, a force of in- 
spectors from my office, armed with 
authority to arrest delinquents, has 
been scouring the state in an effort 
to force those who have not applied 
for licenses to send in their applica- 
tions at once. 

"The article in question is likely to 
interfere with this work. For that 
reason I hope that this denial wHU be 
given the widest publicity. There is 
absolutely no excuse for the man who 
is operating his car without a 1922 
license. At any time since January 
1 he could have had new plates on his 
car within, three days at most from the 
time he mailed his application. 

"There was "once a time when the 
automobile department annually was 
several weeks behind in filling orders, 
but that time is past. The department 
is organized now so that it can carry 
the peak load with the promptness and 
efficiency of a carefully managed busi- 
ness institution."

Management of Alkali SpoU 
The improvement of so-called 
"alkali" spots in Illinois is n probloni 
of growing importance because of 
the Increasing extent of such areas. 
The appearance of new areas is fre- 
quently observed, and old areas grow 
by expanding in ever-wdenoig crcles 
Not all areas locally called alkal 
really contain alkaline substances, but 
frequently owe their unproduc.ve- 
ness to other causes.
